The Annuals of the San Francisco Art Association which this Museum 
has the pleasure to present regularly to the local public provide a yearly 
report on art, especially on art in the West, of great value to students of 
contemporary movements. They are selected by a jury usually composed 
of practicing artists elected to carry out this responsibility by the artist 
membership of the Association. Annuals are therefore exhibitions that 
reflect the tastes and interests of artists in any given year, as well as their 
sincere effort to bring out of the great quantity of work submitted an ex- 
hibition of a quality to honor the standards prevailing here. 


The Annuals are invaluable to artists of this region who compete to 
exhibit in them and who study them to follow the development of their 
colleagues. For the public concerned with art in the community they are 
an opportunity to keep informed on contemporary movements, while to 
critics, reviewers and students they represent as well an annual report on 
individual artists and their work and the possibility of discovery of new 
talents. 


This year the Art Association has modified its prize award program 
to provide a number of purchase prizes. Its purpose is to recognize out- 
standing works by the substantial honor for the artists of including them 
in the San Francisco Art Association's Collection. This collection is avail- 
able for the Museum's use in exhibitions of different kinds, but it will also 
provide over the years a representative record of art, artists and annuals 
in San Francisco. 


This new policy promises to be a constructive innovation. The Museum 
welcomes it and can here express on behalf of all concerned with art in 
the community appreciation for the Art Association's far-sighted leader- 
ship in establishing it. In time, additional purchase prizes may be added 
to the present number available, to contribute to the Art Association's 
Collection and to other collections at the Museum.
